There is one state office of vital importance, to 
In' filled at the coming election, about which the 
voters should make no mistake. 
That is the office 
of Superintendent of Public Instruction or 
State 
School Superintendent,” as it is commonly called.

of democracy, they must be maintained on a high 
pbne of efficiency.

The schools should place greater emphasis on 
moral education, emphasizing such virtues as patriot­ 
ism, thrift, temperance, loyalty, and respect for law' 
and order. 
It is to be doubted that a better fitted man for 
the position could he found in the entire state, and 
California’ may count herself fortunate that Mr. 
Wood is available for the important office of Super­ 
intendent of Public Instruction. 


Safeguarding the welfare of the women and 
children who m ust toil is the work of the Industrial 
W elfare Commission. 
W hat it has accomplished 
is one of the brightest pages in California’s govern­ 
mental history. 
Not only have conditions been 
greatly improved for the workers, but employers 
now frankly concede that the activities of this agency 
have been of great aid to them.

GERMANS RETIRE ON 
PRESSURE BY A LLIES

(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 20. (N ight).—Whether 
it is because the men’s fighting spirit 
is gone or whether the higher com­ 
mand is deliberately following a pro­ 
gram involving retirement wherever 
they are rushed, the British are find 
ing that on various parts of their line 
the Germans give way with an unex­ 
pected readiness that is like shadow 
fighting at times. 
All withdrawals so far have been ex­ 
plained by the Germans as a desire to 
shorten their line inasmuch as this 
has been the actual effect.
